POISON 
VICTIMS 
IN 
INDIA. 


W h olesale M urder C arried on in Spite o f 
All G overnm ent E ffort. 
“ Although tho 
English govern­ 
ment keeps strict surveillance over 
its subjects in India, it does not seem 
to be able to stop the 
wholesale 
poisonings going on among the na­ 
tives there every year,” said William 
Eckstein, the London iron manufac­ 
turer. 
“ It seems innate to the na­ 
tive Hindu to poison if ho desires to 
get rid of some one who is in his way. 
The poisons which the natives use 
produce about the same symptoms 
as the poison of a snake. 
The vic­ 
tim dies suddenly and is cremated 
within 
an 
hour 
or 
two 
after 
death, so there is no opportunity of 
investigating the cause. The poison­ 
er, to further deceive, usually makes 
a cut in the leg or arm with a knife, 
such as the fangs of a snake would 
make, so that it is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish a 
victim 
of 
the 
snake 
from 
a victim 
of 
the 
poisoner. 
There are thousands of deaths put 
upon the government registers every 
year that are attributed to the bites 
of snakes. 
ITI venture to say that 
but a small percentage of these are 
from that 
cause. 
In 
traveling 
through India it is rarely that a 
snake will attack you, for as soon as 
it hears anyone approaching it usual­ 
ly glides away. 
Europeans are sel­ 
dom bitten, on account of the boots 
and leggings they wear, but the 
natives, who go barefoot, occasion­ 
ally step upon a reptile, which strikes 
them, and then death results In a 
few hours. 
The English govern­ 
ment offers sixpence a head for every 
poisonous snake killed in India. 
I 
know of some places where natives 
went into the business of breeding 
cobras for the purpose of getting his 
bounty and made a good business 
out of it. 
In Lower Bengal, where 
snakes are held to be sacred, you 
find them in profusion, for it is con­ 
sidered sacrilege to kill them. 
I re­ 
member a house in which I resided 
in that district in which 
it was 
usual to kill ouo or two cobras a day. 
Snakes had got between tho walls of 
sun-dried brick and once in a while 
would steal out of a hole like a r a t

The General Compared to Von Moltke 
and the Colonel to Charles A. Dana 
—Comment on Col. Clark’s Faulty 
Memory 
and Mesraeristic Power 
Over People. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel is brist­ 
ling with biting editorials these days 
and Janesville men figure in them 
quite extensively. 
In one published 
under the head of “ The Taste of Pos­ 
terity” they say that we have no means 
of knowing what posterity’s taste may 
be. 
Perhaps ic will be shockingly 
bad. 
Our descendants may 
think 
Clarence Clark a greater editor than 
Charles A. Dana, General Joe Doe a 
greater warrior than von Moltke. 
They also hazard the statement that 
Colonel Clark lost his memory as soon 
as be learned that Mr. McFail bad 
lost the memorandum, (which Clark 
had denied writing ) 
Now that the 
memorandum has turned up Colonel 
Clark’s memory should improve.” 
Under the head “ A Suggestion” the 
Sentinel says:

W hen Asked W hy He W as a Plaintiff 
He Could Not Answer, Otherwise 
His testimony W as Not Shaken 
Mr. Sutherland’s Talk For Doe 
W as Trenchant. 
A ttorney John W inans 
“ rattled ” 
W. J. P. McFail on cross exam ination 
in the roster case at Madison, this 
morning. 
The Gazette’s special says 
th a t the morning was taken up w ith 
his cross exam ination of McFaii, in 
which Mr. W inans found th a t the w it­ 
ness could 
not tell why he was a 
plaintiff in the case. 
He also brought 
out the fact th a t tfce w itness had 
changed some details of testim ony 
since his deposition taken a t South 
Bend, but it was substantially the 
name story. 
A ttorney George G. 
Sutherland a 
address won him much praise. 
The 
Milwaukee Sentinel said he “ finished 
his rem arks in forty minutes, and the 
brevity contributed to the good im­ 
pression which his excellently precise 
presentation of his client’s cause cre­ 
ated .” 
If Colonel Clark ex ercises a mesmeric 
influence over peopie by which he is 
able to obtain their money, Mr. Suth­ 
erland could n et see why t8e other 
defendants sh' Hid 
be blamed. 
If 
Clark could obtain money from a book 
agent and real estate apentlike Tracy, 
he was the most accom plished mes­ 
m erist 
of the nineteenth century. 
They cannot point to other connec­ 
tion of General Doe w ith the m atter. 
There was som ething more than ‘the 
money involved w ith General Doe. 
He ch erish ed b is good name and h is 
fame and for this counsel would con­ 
tend. 
Mr. Sutherland described the posi­ 
tion which General Doe now holds un­ 
der the Federal government, and said 
th a t although the 
facts were all 
know n by the plaintiffs a t the begin 
ning of the action as now, General 
Doe was not made a defendant in the 
case till weeks afterw ard. 
Still the 
plaintiffs claimed there was no politics 
in the case. 
General Doe was eulo­ 
gized as a young man who was born 
in Janesville and grew up there hold­ 
in g positions of confidence and the re­ 
spect of the community uutil be was 
called to the wider fields of state and 
national affairs. 


D o e F o sn d T h e R oster. 
G eneral Doe knew so little about 
th e alleged conspiracy th a t it was only 
by the most ingenious theories of 
skillful attorneys th at his name was 
connected with the case. 
Mr. Suther­ 
land told w hat the ro tter was, how 
Mr. Doe found it in the adjutant gen­ 
eral’s office, completed the work of 
preparation for publication, had bis 
attention called tn the law of 1887, 
and then called Governor Peck’s a t­ 
tention to it and told him the work 
was ready for the printer. 
Counsel 
continued in the line or showing how 
carefully and with w hat precautions 
the several state officials had proceed­ 
ed to aw ard the contract to the admin­ 
istration’s favorite organ a t a price 
three times greater than it would have 
cost through the public printer. Gen­ 
eral Doe knew nothing about McFail’s 
responsibility. 
But no bond was nec­ 
essary. 
If McFail didn’t do the work 
he couldn’t get any 
pay. 
But the 
plaintiffs charge Doe w ith draw ing the 
blank order for the num ber of vol­ 
umes. 
This was his duty to the gov­ 
ernor. 
These 
were General Doe’s 
only connections w ith the m atter. 


D oe's P rofoun d Ign oran ce. 
Plaintiffs alleged 
knowledge 
on 
Doe’s p art of other transactions, but 
Doe was ignorant of them. 
Doe never 
knew until this action was commenced 
of Clark’s loan from Woodard; he 
never had part or knowledge of the 
organization of the Madison Times; 
he had nothing to do w ith the effort 
to make the Times the official state 
paper. 
He did have a friendly inter­ 
est in the Times as he would in any 
other democratic paper. 
He did not 
know up to the beginning of this suit, 
of the existence of any of the plaintiffs 
in this action except McFail, w ith 
whom he bad a few casual conversa­ 
tions. 
He was charged with conspir­ 
ing to defraud people whom he bad 
never beard of. 
N either did he know 
of Clark’s financial em barrassm ent or 
of any purpose to bolster up the 
Tim es w ith this contract. 
He had 
endorsed no notes, and no clains 
would be made th a t any of plaintiffs’ 
money went to his pocket or to his 
benefit. 
Mr. W inans S pok e B riefly. 
Mr. W inans who spoke for Colonel 
Clark, was also very brief, occupying 
less than a quarter hour. 
Mr. Win­ 
ans said he wished it understood a t 
the start th a t it was not his purpose 
to stand and argue his case in advance 
o f th e evid en ce for h is clien t. 
It w as 
upon th e evid en ce and th a t alon e th e sty les, a ll w ool, w orth $18 and 


h is rep resen tation s, th e y had settled 
w ith him , aud th ere 
w a s 
no ch arge

CLINTON RIVEN BY MORE IN ­ 
F E R N A L D ISSEN SIO N . 


WEDDED AT 10 O’CLOCK LAST NICHT 


T . Lanphiere Shot at a Big Dog That 
Attacked His Little One and Then 
the Battle Between Liquorites and 
Prohibitionists W as Launched Up­ 
on the Community. 


Clinton air has been full of blood 
for some days back and T. S. Nolan 
who was one of the attorneys in the 
case th a t caused the row is still alive. 
The row started over a dog fight, 
but ended up with a battle between 
temperance people and the whiskyites. 
A short time since T. Lanphiere’s dog 
was assaulted, while peaceably trav ­ 
eling along the hig’-way, in company 
w ith his owner, by a much larger dog 
th at evidently intended to do great 
bodily harm. 
T ie n was Samp er fired upon, 
for 
in protecting bis four footed compan­ 
ion, Mr. Lanphiere shot a t the assault­ 
ing dog with a revolver. 
The shot 
was heard “ around 
the earth” in 
Clinton, and they arrested him for 
carrying 
concealed 
weapons, 
and 
pleading guilty he paid his fine. 


M ayor T ook a H and. 
Then there 
appeared upon 
the 
scene, Mayor Shattuck, who caused 
the arrest of Lanphiere for a violation 
of ohe city ordinance, and it was here 
th at Attorney Nolan came on the 
case in his capacity of attorney for 
the m unicipality. 
The case was tried 
in th e riu k before Justice Morgan and 
the jury disagreed. 
In the second 
trial the defendant was acquitted. 
In 
selecting a 'jury, those drawn were 
asked by the prosecution if they be­ 
longed to the red ribbon club, and 
those answ ering in the affirmative 
were excused. 
Mr. Sumner, attorney 
for the defendant, declared it the first 
tim e th a t he ever knew of a man being 
disqualified from serviog 
on a jury 
because he was a sober, or not drunk. 
T hat was the temperance view of the 
case, but the 
presecution 
thought 
their grounds for so doing were good. 


T rial F illed th e H ouse. 
The trial filled the rink to overflow­ 
ing and in his talk Attorney Nolan 
referred to “ Jack” Meheffey who was 
indicted for shooting at Bitson a t the 
time of his capture. 
Meheffey. who 
is now a leader of the temperance red 
ribbon club stood up in the audience 
and denied th at he was on trial, etc , 
but Ex-Sheriff George C. Babcock ad­ 
vised him to keep still so he did. The 
outcome of the affair is said to be still

Meheffey “ did not strike a responsive 
chord”—among the temperance peo­ 
ple— while the mayor is charged w ith 
“ covering himself with glory aud dt- 
p le tirg th e city treasury of eighty 
dollars.”
